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Suspense was on the air from June 17, 1942 through September 30, 1962 on CBS. There 
were 945 performances of which about 902 complete shows are available. Those not available to 
my knowledge are marked with an asterisk (*). Most of the information was taken from the 
broadcasts themselves.

CBS had a summer series during 1940 called “Forecast.” This program aired pilots and 

' previews of programs that the networks were considering for production. On J uly 22 it broadcast 
Suspense. The episode was “The Lodger” with Herbert Marshall and Noreen Gammill. It was 
directed by Alfred Hitchcock who had a cameo role with music composed by Wilbur Hatch. 


What follows is information on time (Eastern Time), day, date, directors, sponsors, etc. for 
the entire run of the series. Occasionally there were guest directors and programming changes.
